Troubled Pop Warner football 
players can relax now, assured 
they’ ll have a field to practice on 
and that they won’t miss any 
valuable practicing days for the 
Fall season, Upland City Coun- 
cil moved to allow the i50 mem- 
bers of the Pop Warner Football 
League to use Hawkins field for 
night practice for some three 
weeks until street lights are in- 
stalled at the playing field of Pi- 
oneer Junior High, 245 W, 18th 
St. 

The city will rent the four lights 
for $40 a monthall year, Because 
Hawkins field is scheduled for 
renovation this fall, the league 
was originally denied permission 
to use it, Gordon Kelly, president 
of Upland Pony League baseball 
association, addressed the coun- 
cil Tuesday and said although he 


sympathized for Pop Warner 
teams, the field was in sore need 
of replanting so it would be in 
proper condition for baseball 
season in March and that the re- 
planting should not be postponed, 

After considerable discussion 
by councilmen, Harold Bailin 
moved to send proposed amend- 
ments to the text of the Upland 
Municipal Code regarding 
Planned Residential Develop- 
ment and Planned Unit Develop- 
ment back to the Planning Com- 
mission for further study and 
consideration at their Sept, 28 
meeting, It was decided that the 
Planning Commission would re- 
port back to the council on Oct, 
2 on these amendments, Bailin 
felt the planned unit develop- 
ment plan for Upland lacked an 
incentive factor for developers, 


Training, Info Center 
Opens At Chaffey College 


Chaffey College had an open 
house for the community last 
week to mark the “grand open- 
ing’ of its new training and in- 
formation center at 8518 Sierra 
Ave, in Fontana, 

The heart of the center will be 
the college’s power-sewing 
school which Chaffey pioneered 
in Chino some four years ago 
and developed into a top-priority 
program for the garment and 
drapery industry, 

The program resumed oper- 
ation Tuesday after being sus- 
pended in midsummer to make 
the move to Fontana from Chino, 

Libby Bajcer, chief instruct- 
or for the program, was hostess 
for the open house which included 
power-sewing demonstrations 
and displays of student produce 
tion, 

Owing tothe demand for power- 
sewing operators, Chaffey will 
continue the program on anopen- 
end basis and maintain bothaday 
and evening schedule, Class ses- 
sions will be from 8:30 until 2 


p.m, Mondays through Thursdays 
and 4-10 p.m,, Mondays-Wed- 
nesdays, 

“‘Our Chino experience proved 
that the industry hires our girls 
about as fast as we can train 
them,”” reported Ms, Bajcer, who 
also coordinates the job place- 
ment, 

“‘Usually a student takes the 
day session until she gets a job 
at the entry level, then enrolls 
in the evening session for job 
upgrading,”” she said, 

The school is equipped with 21 
single-needle machines and four 
special units, The special units 
are used for buttons, button- 
holes and blind stitching, 

As at Chino, the training at 
Fontana will be self-paced with 
the emphasis on personalized 
instruction,

Planning Director Rod Ander- 
son recommended that the coun- 
cil approve the Planning Com- 
mission’s plan for a modified 
government subsidized housing 
distribution model for the val- 
ley portion of San Bernardino 


County, Anderson said the Plan- 
ning Commission disapproved 
with guidelines of the ‘“‘mini- 


model” of subsidized housing 
within the city because of the 
plan to have socioeconomic mix- 
ing in residential areas, 

The planning commission also 
proposed that density patterns in 
the model be reduced from 40 as 
the maximum number of single- 
family dwelling units in an indi- 
vidual development to 15 and that 
the maximum multiple family 
housing project shall not exceed 
50 rather than 75 dwelling units. 
Bailin said he ‘‘was incensed at 
the time and effort that’s been put 
into this project -- an outstand- 
ing example of bureaucratic red 
tape which wastes everybodys

Construction continued as 
board members met last week in 
the Housing Authority office, 1248 
N, Campus Ave,, to consider the 
last remaining problem of the

All the windows were replaced 
in the Housing Authority offic 
and relative calm prevailed at 
Los Olivos last week as con- 
struction crews went back to 
work unharassed, 

At the special meeting, the 
commissions in attendance, Ray 
Rivera, Helen Nylander and 
Charles Gehrken (chairman), 
unanimously approved the city’s 
offer to provide a temporary ex~- 
ecutive director for the modern- 
ization project to replace June 
Kopp who resigned, 

City Community Relations co- 
ordinator, John B, Shoemaker 
will take the position for a 30 
day period, Shoemaker is very 
familiar with the people and prob- 
lems of Los Olivos and spends 
time daily visiting the area, He's 
been instrumental in obtaining 
needed recreational equipment 
and programs for the area and 
has involved the Police Depart- 
ment and Fire Department in the 
community, 

Chairman Gehrken said a list 
of qualifications for a perman- 
ent executive director had been 
given to the city personnel de- 
partment and that the board had 
written HUD for assistance with 
a replacement, 

Faced with numerous com- 
plaints from irate residents and 
from several fronts, 
Robert Perkins, Housing Au- 
thority Inspector for the $795,000 
modernization program, handed 
in his resignation just minutes 
before Thursday's special meet- 
ing. He said, “‘Due to the condi- 
tions that exist and lack of co- 
operation, I find it to my best 
interest to resign,”’ 

Unexpectedly, Kenneth A, Tay- 
lor, who served as the Housing 
Authority’s contracting officer, 





also turned in a letter of resig- 
nation, vince commissioners 
Irene Morrill and Flora Kushin 
were out of town, the board 
couldn't, authorize payment of 
$275, in bills owed Taylor until 
the commissioner return, 

Taylor’s letter said, ‘In view 
of the conditions which exist, it 
is impossible to accept respon- 
sibility or make recommenda- 
tions to the commission,” 

Mary Ellen Rocha, one time 
Housing \uthority secretary, 
clerk and cashier, also resigned 
due to ‘‘pressure from harass- 
ment and threats on my life,’’ 

A committee of two commis- 
sioners, Ms, Nylander and Ri- 
vera were appointed to recruit a 
replacement for Ms, Rocha, Vice 
Mayor John McCarthy attended 
the special session and said the 
city personne! department will 
assist in providing qualified ap-

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How To Be Unpopular With The ‘Common Housefly’ 


f all the insects in the world, 
Musca Domestica is probably 

an’s greatest enemy, 

t transmits disease and death, 
buzzes and bites and yet, is so 
mmon it is almost taken for 
ranted, 

he housefly carries an aver- 
age of 1,250,000 bacteria but 
can carry 500,000,000, It may 
pe flying around your dinner 
table tonight but can be as far 
as six and a half miles away 

yrrow, 

Flies may spread dysentery, 
gummer or infant diarrhea, ty- 
phoid fever, tuberculosis, tra- 
choma, Bacillary dysentery -- 
a disease of the intestines -- 
is more prevalent in the summer 
when the fly population is the 
greatest, 
~ jt has been proven that fly- 
contaminated milk may lead to 
fatal cases of infant diarrhea, 
The common housefly can spread 
typhoid fever by picking up the 
germ from unsanitary toilet fa- 
cilities used by a victim of the 
disease or an unsuspecting 
“healthy’’ carrier, 

Trachoma blinds scores of 
people in Africa in epidemics 
spread directly by flies, This 
jeyve disease is rare in the United 
iStates but anumber of Americans 
lare victims of a highly conta- 
ious eye infection called con- 
ljunctivitis (or “‘pink eye’’) which 
ican be the forerunner of tra- 
choma if uncontrolled, 
| Just how these tiny insects 
lean be so efficient as disease 
icarriers is the result of their 
‘special equipment” seemingly 
destgned for this purpose, 

The fly’s six feet are equip- 
ped with bristles and sticky pads 
jand his proboscis (nose) ishatry, 
|so that germs and filth are read- 


ao 





you, on your food, or on the 
things you touch, Secondly, he 
deposits infected material he has 
eaten through his wastes -- which 
we call “flyspecks,”’ 

The fly’s built-in method of 
carrying germs and filth with 
ease is only part of its remark- 
able construction which, ironi- 
cally, almost mirrors that of the 
man doing the swatting and spray- 
ing. 

For instance, did you ever get 
the feeling when wielding a swat- 
ter that the fly not only can 
outmaneuver you but it’s mad? 
According to Dr, Vincent OG. 
Dethier, zoologist-psychologist 
at the University of Pennsylvania, 
the fly probably does feel anger 
and to a degree exhibits moti- 
vated behavior like higher forms 
of life, The fly has a brain, is 
able to learn and feel pain, states 
Dr, Dethier, 

‘‘Their tiny brains have all 
the nerve machinery necessary 
for kinds of behavior once be- 
lieved possible only with the com- 
plex brain of vertebrates,”’ he 
says, 

No doubt one of the few au- 
thorities on fly brains, Dr, 
Dethier has been researching this 
field for the past 16 years, He 
has performed operations under a 
microscope and, using brain- 
wave recorders and machines 
that measure tiny changes in 
body chemistry, has produced 
convincing evidence that flies are 
“not merely unfeeling ma- 
chines,” 

Fly brains, weighing only 28 
millionths of an ounce, are simple 
and yet basically the same as 
the human organ, he states, 

No one has come up with a 
tranquilizer for flies but the day 
may not be too far away as it 


paring the size of a flyswatter 
to a fly, who wouldn’t be?) its 
endocrine glands secrete chem- 
icals into the blood that cause 
a rise in heart rate, just like 
adrenalin in man, Brain-wave 
recordings show its brain has an 
electrical activity that varies 
with the kind of activity in which 
the fly is engaged, 

Dr, Dethier has even gathered 
evidence on the memory span of 
the fly, If you don’t get him in 
two minutes (his memory dur- 
ation) try again later, He will 
have forgotten you and your swat- 
ting right arm, 

It appears to be possible to 
do any surgery with flies that 
is possible with higher animals 
including transplanting a brain 
from one fly to another, 

The common housefly has some 
interesting relatives, Robber 
flies (Asilidae) prey on other 
flies, flies in the Eristalis, Syr- 
phus and BombyNdae families 
suck nectar, the Drosophilia and 
Trupanlidae keep busy ferment- 
ing fruit, 

Horseflies, houseflies, black 
or green flies, crane flies, tse- 
tse flies and gnats are all common 
types, Some fly only at dusk 
and dawn, some like hot Sun, 
some prefer open spaces, others 
jungles, swamps and dry spots, 

In the air, the fly is remark- 
able with its pair of organs 









(halteres) that act as byroscopes 
to help elude you, 

The fly is also remarkable 
in the number of ways it lays 
its eggs, The crane fly digs 
a hole, using as a pick her point- 
ed abdomen, One fly places 
it eggs on the fur of an animal 
and when the animal licks itself 
the eggs are swallowed and 
hatched within its stomach, Bee 
flies lay their eggs on flying 
bees to feed on food meant for 
young bees, The metallic blue 
or green blowfly is often seen 
in houses but is much larger 
than the housefly, The female 
blowfly looks for meat and other 
food on which to lay its eggs, 
Some of these flies can Cause 
great pain and sickness if they 
are swallowed by man, 

A fly in the larval stage can 
live in oil, mud or the stomach 
of a horse, By hardening its 
own larvel skin, it becomes a 
pupa, staying inside till ready to 
emerge as a mature fly, 

oe around supplies an 
adequate diet for the fly including 
garbage, manure or refuse, Its 
sucking mouth is shaped like a 
funnel turned upside down, The 
fly uses this tube (proboscis) 
like a straw, It can ala#o eat 
small bits of things by wetting 
them first with a little saliva, 
Fortunately, the proboscis 18 too 
soft for the housefly to bite,

As moat people know, it’s a 
different ty world when it 
comes to horseflies and deer 
flies, The stable fly has often 
been called the “biting housefly” 
~«-he looks like the housefly but 
has a hard plercing proboscis 
for sucking blood, 

Don’t laugh, Research work 
at the University of California, 
Davis, indicates that the complete 
elimination of the housefly ia poa- 
sible if a widespread campaign 
of chemical sterilization ls 
undertaken, 

The idea goes back tothe early 
1950's when the United States De~ 
partment of Agriculture, whichis 
still involved inthis work, started 
a project to eliminate the screw 
worm fly from the American 
southwest by X-ray radiation, 

The radiation process involved 
the rearing, sterilization and re« 
lease of male flie@ to compete 
with males of the natural popu- 
lation, When the radiated males 
mate with the females, they also 
sterilized the females permae- 
nently, This eventually elimte 
nated the screw-worm rom the 
southweat, 

One of the problema of using 
this technique to eliminate the 
housefly ig a major one -- the 
scientists have been unable to 
mass produce male houseflies 
for sterilization because it's 80 
hard to tell the male from the 


female, 

Another point-of-view held by 
some acientiata is that the cone 
sequences might be far-reach- 
ing if the fly becomes extinct, 
Nature haa a delicately balanced 
acheme and how important ta the 
role of the fly? is hia role 
vital to man? 

A Davia sctentiat explaing it 
this way, ‘I question if it te 
advisable to eliminate a apecies 
of anything, We know froga 
eat flies but we don’t know what 
would happen if we eliminated 
houseflies from the environment, 

Regardless, the U, S, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture recently re- 
ported what could be a major 
victory on the war with flies, 
They have created a very ape}- 
cial strain of fllea, When tn 
their larval form, they are ex- 
posed ro temperatures of 92 de- 
grees Fahrenheit or above, only 
the males mature, They can 
then be collected, sterilized by 
exposing them to radiation and 
set forth to mate with un@uie 
pecting females, 

The catch of the program ts 
turning loose more filea, And, 
who’a to @ay whether or not the 
female fly will fraternize with 
thie apecial breed?

The buildings pictured are a 
sampling of various architectural 
forms in the Pomona Valley -- 
giving some idea of the influ- 
ences now and in the history of 
Southern California architecture, 

The Spanish-tiled house pic- 
tured is one of the oldest houses 
in Upland -- located at the corn- 
er of Baseline Rd, and San An- 
tonio Ave, Its Spanish archi- 
tecture is one form that has 
survived from earlier times to 
be used extensively in modern 
architecture, 

The old tree-surrounded Car- 
ruther’s mansion im San Dimas 
was built in the late 1800's but 
doesn’t fit any one architectural 
style, It has some Victorian 
influences (the sharply pointed 
roof) but alsc looks like an old 
western hotel --- which is what 
it was built to be during the 
mining boom of tae 1880's, 

The three modern buildings 
pictured have a similarity in 
materials used that is not the 
case with the older buildings, 
but they also are somewhat dif- 
ferent from each other in their 


lines, ' 
[The tall building is the new 
chapel at the Claremont Col- 
Spanish-Tiled Home In Upland leges School of Theology. Its 
long, narrow windows are stain 
glass, It is an angular build- 
ing and its starkness gives 
a kind of unreal effect, 
Vaulted windows and textured 
walls give a lot of character to 
the p.blic Library in Upland, 
The other contemporary style : i 
building is the Pomona Civic 
Center with its interesting jux-

Ruth Johnson started 
flying at 16, She atopped 
long enough to ral@e a 
family, Later, during 
World War Il, she volun- 
teered her time as a 
WASP (Women’s Airforce 
Service Pilot.) Today 
she owns and manages 
her own flying achool at 
Chino Airport, 

Ruth is just one of sev- 
eral women who prove 
that flying is no longer 
just a man’s field,” 
Though women hardly 
dominate the sport, there 
are more of them testing 
their skills in the air, 

Says Ruth, “There are 
a lot more women flying 
now, Flying haasn’t 
changed that much, but 
the airplanes are easier 
to fly, They’re more 80- 
phiasticated, 

Ruth is a 20-year flight 
enthusiast, Her interest 
in flying developed poe 
and she worked deligently 
to pay for flight inatruc- 


tion, Her efforts have 
payed off, 
She currently claims 


10,000 plane hours and 
she has earned every pos- 
sible aviation rating, Un- 
usual? “Not reatiy,” 
says Ruth, “Flying {a 
very relaxing, | feel sa- 
fer in a plane than in a 
car, | don’t pe anywhere 
unless | fly,’ 

Donna Freedman 
agrees, Donna has just 
earned her licenge at Ca- 
ble Airport in Upland, and 
though she has seen some 
half dozen women receive 
their licenses in the last 
two years, she admits 
she’s an unusual case, 
‘I'm really an excep- 
tion,” says Donna, “‘my 
husband taught me to fly, 
go | had a little leaway, 
It cook me 65 hours to get 
my license but | could 
have done it in 40, It’s 
juet that | quit for awhile 
and had to pick it up 
again,” 

“are there more wom- 
en flying? Yea, because 
flying is becoming more 
popular, You can tell by 
the women you see around 
the airports, Five to a@ix 
years ago, you never saw 
a woman flying,” 

Donna recalled one wo- 
man who learned to sport 
on her own initiative, The 
middleaged woman want- 
ed to surprise her hus- 
band, She took lessons, 
got her license and took 
off down the runway-- 
much to her husband's 
amazement, 

Donna also admits 
she’d rather fly than 
drive, ‘I feel much safer 
in a airplane, it’s a good 
feeling to take off for a 
weekend and be os 
over the freeway at 1! 
m.peh, without a car in 
front of you,’ 

Most women fliers de- 
fend the safety of flying. 
They detest the falactes 
about the danger of small 
aircrafts, MSAC pre- 
med student and flyer, 
Cindy Lindeman, believes 
most of the danger talks 
are exaggerated, ‘‘Most 
of the things you hear 
about crash landings and 
airplanes are highly ex- 
ploited, When you look 
at the percentage of auto- 
mobile accidents in com- 
parison to airplane accl- 
dents, auto accidents are 
a lot more prevalent,” 

“My aunt, Gini Rich- 
ardson, has been in crash. 
es and forced landings 
and she’s alwaye walked 
away from them, You al~ 
ways find a place to land,” 

Ms, Richardson runs a 
flight school in La Verne 
near Brackett Airport, 
She i# recognized as an 
outstanding fernale pilot, 


having completed some 
20,000 flight hours, She 
currently divides her 


time between crop dust- 
ing service in Yaicama, 
Washington and the flight 
achool, 

Ms, Lindeman recalls 
her first exposure to fly- 
ing with her aunt, ‘“My 
aunt, used fo take me fly- 
ing when] was very young, 
She’d tease us, doing 
loops and sping in the 
air, 

“My aunt firet started 
flying when she lived in 
Texas, she was a teen- 
ager when she firet wént 
up, Then she paid $8 an 
hour to fly, She only was 
earnin 12 a week, 80 
she’d fly for an hour on 
Saturdays and save the 
reat of her money,” 

The costs have jumped 
from the price Ms, Rich- 
ardgon used to pay, Now 
it costa between $16-35, 
to rent a plane, and up to 
$1,000 for acomplete pri- 











vate course inarruction, 
Flying is expenaive, but 
according to the women 
who fly, it’s worth it, 

Says Ontario resident, 
Robin Perry, “No, fly- 
ing’s not cheap--but then 
it’s relative, [think more 
women would fly if it 
wasn't #0 expensive, 
That's why you see 80 
many middlea and 
over-40 women learning 
to fly. After their chil. 
dren are grown Up, 
they're more willing to 
try flying.” 

Ma, Lindeman obaerv- 
ed, coo, the number of 
middleaged women in the 
air, “Many of the younger 
irla are involved with 
their boyfrienda, They 
don't feel they could com- 
mit themselves to flying, 
Yet 8o many of them love 
it once they try it,” 

Ms, Lindeman’s free 
time is spent around the 
airports, Most of her 
friends are in avia- 
tion, Her parttime job te 
as a bookkeeper at her 
aunt's flying acheol, 
She’s thoroughly in love 
with flying, Why? 

“Why? It’s hard to 
into words, but when 
you're up there, you're 
not part of the mage any- 
more, The world looks 
completely different, You 
have time for serenity,” 

Ma, Perry finds a sense 
of ‘‘detachment” in fly~ 


ing, 

‘You leave all your 
problema on earth, 
They're no phonea ring- 
ing. You give your com- 
plete concentration to fly- 
ing and push aside your 
problema,” 

“You find peace up 
there,” she claima, “‘It’s 
ood for the soul, You 

iscover that problems 
aren’t as big as you think 
they are,” 


Ma, Freedman eays 
flying has “changed her 
life, Her life now re- 


volves around flying, 
‘‘Whenever | pick up & 
book or magazine, it’s 
an aviation book, It dom- 
inates your time, Yet 
you feel helpless because 
you can’t posaibly learn 
all there is to know about 
flying,” 

Flying is more than just 
a hobby to these women, 
It’s a new way of travel, 
It’s a challenge, a way to 
build confidence, A way 
to see those places you 
couldn’t see by car, 

Ms, Freedman fre- 
quently fly to Palm 
Springs for breakfast, 
Ma, Perry has seen Alas~ 
ka, Mexico and Canada 
in her airplane, She juat 
recently completed a 
three-day flight to Alaska 
with her family to visit 
relatives, She waa the 
solo Pilot--her husband 
doesn't fly, 

Ma, Johnson has trav- 
eled extensively by air- 
plane, All these women 
have flown, They all have 
witnessed the initial pre- 
flight fears and in-flight 
quivers, They have quale 
{fied aa oondtiad pliote, 
Do they consider them- 
selves unusual to have 
mastered the flying tech- 
niques? 

Mas, Perry insists that 
flying “is not a matter 
of. sex, You learn to fly 
to enjoy flying, Sex has 
nothing to do with it,” 

Despite her bellefa, she 
still had to admit tiat the 
male competition was 
rough, Many of the flight 
instructors were — 
men, unwilling to teac 
older women, Says M&, 
Perry, “I believe that 
women make better fli- 
ers, | did have adifficult 
time getting my license 
though, | had no encour- 
agement from the male 
inatructors, But I was 
determined enough to ov- 
erlook their rudeness,” 

Ma, Freedman couldn't 
cite any differences, but 
felt that in general wom- 
en have “fewer hangups” 
and put more faith in their 
instructors than do men, 
‘‘ I've never considered 
flying a ‘man’s field,’ 
There always have been 
women pilots around but 
they’ve been in the min- 
ority.” _ 

flying has not yet been 
dominated by women, Yet 
these women pilote are 
evidence that women are 
taking to the sky, earning 
their pilot’s licenses, 
racing in competition 
flights, and opening the 
way for female flyers, 
It’s not a matter of sex, 


but whether or not you

The case for nuclear 
aya ec of electricity 
or present and future 
needs has been proved 
through a record of re- 
ability and safety un~ 
matched by most of man's 
modern inventions, V,F, 
Martin, Southern Califor- 
nia Edison district man- 
ager, has said, 

‘‘Nuclear power is now 
being harnessed in the 
United States and 
throughout the world for 
peaceful uses such as the 
eneration of electricity 
or the benefit of thou- 
sands of people,”” 

“An outetanding exam- 
ple of this is the San Ono- 
fre Nuclear Generating 
Station which has been op- 
erating — and effici-
